Trump wins 
Florida for the 
second time

President Donald Trump 
won Florida for the second 
time early Wednesday morn- 
ing, garnering a key victory 
bolstered by a strong showing 
in Miami-Dade County in a 
state that his opponent Joe 
Biden had hoped to secure. 

The Associated Press, CNN 
and NBC News were among 
news organizations declaring 
Trump’s victory in the Sun- 
shine State. 

Trump had 51.26% of the 
votes to Biden’s 4784% with 
99% of precincts reporting. 

Trump was buoyed by big 
gains in Miami-Dade, where 
Biden won by about 7 percent- 
age points in a county that 
Hillary Clinton took in 2016 by 
29 points. Trump did ex- 
tremely well in Cuban Ameri- 
can districts, seemingly con- 
solidating a usually solid Re- 
publican demographic that 
had been soft for him in 2016.

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Minimum 
wage hike 
passes

Millions of low-wage 
workers across Florida will 
get raises, as an amendment 
to boost the state’s minimum 
wage to $15 an hour narrowly 
passed. 

Voters also approved a 
mostly symbolic measure 
meant to ensure non-citizens 
could ever vote in state elec- 
tions and modest property 
tax savings for homeowners 
and the widows and widow- 
ers of some veterans. But 
they soundly rejected a big 
business-backed effort to 
make it harder to amend the 
constitution in the future and 
narrowly rejected an attempt 
to overhaul the state’s elec- 
tions. 

Amendment Two — which 
would raise the state min- 
imum wage from $8.56 to $10 
starting next year and to $15 
an hour by 2026 — was at 61.3 
percent support with 99 per- 
cent of the vote counted, ac-

WASHINGTON — President 
Donald Trump carried Florida, the 
nation’s most prized battleground 
state, and he and Democrat Joe 
Biden focused early Wednesday 
on the three Northern industrial 
states — Wisconsin, Michigan and 
Pennsylvania — that could prove 
crucial in determining who wins 
the White House. 

Four years after Trump became 
the first Republican in a generation 
to capture that trio of states, they 
were again positioned to influence 
the direction of the presidential 
election. Trump kept several 
states, including Texas, Iowa and 
Ohio, where Biden had made a
